The successful defense of Verdun
and the successful offensives of the
allies in the north of France and on
the western front show at the end
of the second year of the war that
the finally prepared war map on
which the German chancellor held
that the allies ought' to accept nego-
tiations is undergoing singular modi-

fications, with the .Russians occupy-
ing Bukowlna and part of Gallcia:
the Italians recovering territory lost
in the recent Austrian offensive and
still In possession of the Isonzo re
gion, and with the French and British
in possession of more than 30 vil
lages on the banks of the Somme
that had been occupied by the Ger-
mans for 20 months and each of them
transformed In the meantime Into
miniature fortresses.

The destruction of adversary forces
is another and a far more difficult
matter. In this war the end mv ho
nearer than many hope or may yet
be far diBtant. There are no bases
on which to calculate the progress
of military operations or the resist-
ance of the belligerents, even when
apparently doomed to defeat. What
is clear is that the anticipated as
cendancy of the allies, arising from
their unrestricted resources, appears
to have been realized.

Meuse river on two sides and because
success there would give the greatest
possible presllge with neutral powers
and the maximum comfort of their
own people. .It - was also possible
they knew tha.t the defenses of Ver
dun were not as strong as other parts
of the front. It Is the belief of mili-

tary experts that the Germans hoped
to break through the front there and
destroy the French armies. It was
Imperative that success should be

rapid, according to this view, and
when, after three days, the advance
was checked in the region of Douau-mon- t

the project had failed. Gen.
Pelaln, as an official citation later
revealed, had time to a

delicate situation." There was no
longer hope of breaking through the
French front.

Every yard of ground gained by
uie Germans before Verdun since
February 24 has been at an extremely
heavy sanguinary cost. The continu
ing of so expensive and fruitless an
operation has puzzled the critics. It
has been advanced that the Germans
persisted with the object of exhaust-
ing the French forces and preventing
an offensive by the allies elsewhere.
If that end was In view the successes
of the allies in the battle of the
Somtne show it was not attained.

The battle of Verdun, If ordered
with the intention of interfering with
the offensive plans of the allies, in
nowise diminished the chances of

carrying them out, whatever the fate
of the discarded fortress, It having
now no more significance apart from
the prestige of the name than any
other point along the front.

The heroic defense of Verdun, on

the other hand, has been for the
allies one of the notable develop-
ments of the war. It held German
reserves there In such numbers as to
put an end to the shifting of troops
from front to front. It prevented the
reinforcement of the Auslrians, suf

fering from the loss of prisoners, with
perhaps as many In casualties, to the
armies under Gen. Grussiloff. It

obliged the Germans to prolong dur
ing five months a vast dally expendi-

ture of projectiles that was expected
to continue only a few days, and has
so drawn upon their reserve of muni-

tions that In the battle of the Somme

they were able to reply to the French
and Ilritish guns In tho proportion of

only one shot for. three.
